Small 
wonder that when these thugs were first 
rounded up, many people urged the Allies 
to “take "em out and shoot 'em” 
waste time or dignify the culprits by giving 
them a formal trial. 

Fortunately the Allied governments did 
not heed these requests. And the wisdom 
of their decision is being strengthened daily. 
The trial not only sets the sensible précedent 
of regarding as a criminal and punishable 


offense the deliberate planning of the mass | 


murder which is called war. It not only re- 
veals to the Germans the infamy of the 
gang whom they chose to lead them.
